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WAR NOTICES 
Registration under the National Service (Armed Forces) 
Act, 1939 


The Ministry of Labour and National Service desires to make 
it clear that the male medical practitioner and the male medical 
student are in exactly the same position as all male members 
of the community in so far as registration under the National 
Service (Armed Forces) Act, 1939, is concerned. The fact 
that a man is reserved by the Schedule of Reserved Occupa- 
tions does not affect his liability under the Act or relieve him 
of his obligation to register with his age group in the normal 
way. All male British subjects within Great Britain (includ- 
ing medical practitioners and students) not specifically 
exempted under the Act, who were born between January 1, 
1914, and April 6, 1920. both dates inclusive, should have 
registered by April 6, 1940. Those who have not registered 
should do so without delay at a local office of the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service without waiting for the next 
registration day, 

The day fixed for the registration of the next age group— 
namely, men not already registered born between January 1, 
1913, and-April 27, 1920, both dates inclusive—is Saturday, 
April 27, 1940, 


The Locumtenent or Substitute 


The Central Medical War Committee maintains at this 
office reserve lists of practitioners available for general prac- 
tice and for public health posts in different parts of the 
country. It would be glad to learn at any time of practi- 
tioners available for such whole-time medical work. 

At the same time it should be made clear that the poo! of 
available practitioners is an extremely limited one, and that 
Local Medical War Committees and local authorities who are 
considering the reorganization of private or public medical 
work necessary to permit the release of practitioners for the 
Forces should assume that the substitution or replacement of 
practitioners joining the Forces is not now generally possible 
owing to the small number of practitioners available for the 
purpose. The Central Medical War Committee will, as 
hitherto, give such help as it can, but substitution must be the 
exception rather than the rule. 


Employment of Civilian Medical Practitioners in 
Connexion with the W.A.T.S. and V.A.D. 


In order to correct a misunderstanding which has arisen 
in certain areas regarding the remuneration of civilian practi- 


_ tioners undertaking the medical examination of recruits and 


candidates for enrolment in the Women’s Auxiliary Territorial 
Service or Voluntary Aid Detachment, the War Office has 
intimated that payment in these cases will be at the same rate 


as for the examination of recruits to the Regular Army— 
namely, 4s. per head, subject to a maximum of £1 17s. 6d. 
per day. Civilian medical practitioners engaged to provide 
medical attendance to members of the A.T.S. and V.A.D. will 
be remunerated at the same rates as are applicable for similar 
duties performed in the case of soldiers, and claims for medical 
attendance upon A.T.S. and V.A.D. personnel on leave (other 
than officers) will be dealt with in the same manner, and at the 
same rates, as for soldiers.

SUPPLEMENTING SERVICE PAY OF MEDICAL 
OFFICERS IN THE WHOLE-TIME EMPLOY- 
MENT OF LOCAL AUTHORITIES 


Under the Local Government Staffs (War Service) Act, 1939, 
which came into operation at the beginning of the war, local 
authorities were empowered to make up the balance of civil 
pay of their employees undertaking war service as defined in 
the Act, and superannuation rights of such employees are 
preserved. In the debate in the House of Commons on the 
proposals contained in this measure the Minister of Health 
expressed the hope that local authorities would interpret its 
provisions in a fair and reasonable spirit. Dr. Elliot stated: 
“| can say that we shall interpret it in a fair and reasonable 
spirit, and I think that precept will be better than injunction, 
This is very much a sort of gentlemen's Bill and a gentlemen's 
agreement, and I hope very much that it will be treated in that 
fair and reasonable spirit.” 

The British Medical Association has had under considera- 
tion the extent to which local authorities have given effect 
to the Minister's recommendations. It has sent the following 
communication to local authorities which have not accepted 
in full those recommendations: 

“The British Medical Association has had under consideration 
the extent to which local authorities have given effect to the 
Ministry’s recommendations on supplementing the war service pay 
of medical officers in the whole-time employ of local authorities. 
It is glad to note that the great majority of authorities have 
accepted those recommendations without qualification. It is 
understood that your authority has not accepted in full the 
Ministry's recommendations in regard to supplementing war service 
pay. I should be grateful if your authority would reconsider 
its decision on this subject in order to bring its policy into line 
with the great majority. 

War inevitably increases the demands upon the medical profes- 
sion, and there is being experienced a bigger and earlier demand 
for medical men in the fighting Forces than for any other group 
of local government employees of corresponding age. It is 
important that nothing should be done to make more difficult 
the position of those public health medical officers who offer 
themselves for, or are recruited to, the fighting Services.

SUPPLEMENT To THe 
ISH MEDICAL JOURNAL 


Arrangements have been made for the full protection of the 
financial position of the majority of private practitioners entering 
the Forces, and the Association believes that local authorities 
will wish that their officers should be no less adequately 
provided for. 

Medical practitioners are recruited to His Majesty’s Forces in 
commissioned rank. Generally speaking, junior public health 
officers are recruited to the rank of lieutenant, with gross pay of 
approximately £500 a year, and senior public health officers to the 
acting rank of major, with gross pay of approximately £800 a year. 
Thus it will be seen that the liabilities of local authorities in 
putting into force the Minister’s recommendations are, in the case 
of public health medical officers, who form a small proportion 
of the total local authority staffs; unlikely to be large. 

The medical profession, through the Central Medical War 
Committee and the Local Medical War Committees that cover 
the country, is endeavouring to supply the growing needs of the 
Services, maintaining at the same time a sufficient medical service 
for the population. Anything which makes more difficult or dis- 
courages the recruitment of medical practitioners hinders the 
work of the emergency organization, and the Association would 
be grateful if your council would reconsider its decision not to 
accept the Minister's advice in full.” 


A communication has also been sent to local authorities 
which have not yet reached a decision on this question urging 
them in dealing with the matter to take into account the 
considerations set out above.

Conscription of the Medical Profession 


Sir,—On March 12 the Secretary for War made the follow- 
ing statement: “ When the Territorials were doubled they did 
not double the medical services, with the result that there had 
been an enormous expansion since the war began; nearly 
90 per cent. of the medical officers actually serving to-day 
were, a few months ago, civilian doctors with no military 
training at all.” In September last the age limit for the 
R.A.M.C. was fixed at 38 years; it has been raised, tardily, 
to 50 years, but there is still a shortage of several hundred 
officers. The Territorial R.A.M.C. has been shelved, in spite 
of the fact that while a “combatant” cadet may be trained 
efficiently in from four to six months, six or seven years are 
required to train a medical student for a commission in the 
R.A.M.C. One result of this shortage is that the medical 
officers are overworked, and the epidemics of influenza, 
German measles, and cerebrospinal fever have assumed serious 
proportions. Had the war developed on the scale that had 
been anticipated the R.A.M.C. would have been quite unable 
to cope with the casualties, in addition to the thousands of 
patients suffering from the above-mentioned diseases. 

It is now proposed to conscript the medical profession up 
to the age of 50 years. Before this is done it may be hoped 
that the Government will recognize the position of the middle- 
aged medical man whose financial problems have been de- 
scribed so ably by Dr. Frewen Moor (Supplement, March 23, 
p. 38) The middle-aged doctor's hesitation in volunteering 
to serve in the Army is not due to any lack of patriotism; in 
the majority of cases general practitioners of middle age have 
heavy expenses and serious financial responsibilities. A large 
majority are married men with children to be educated, as 
well as insurance premiums and interest on bank overdrafts to 
pay. If these doctors “join up” and are sent over-seas their 
life assurance and accident policies may be suspended until 
the termination of hostilities. 

There are many retired medical men who served in the last 
war who would gladly rejoin if the age limit were removed. 
Such medical officers could relieve younger men who are 
serving at home at present. The Director-General has stated 
recently that “the Army Medical Service to-day is efficient, 
although civilian medical officers, on appointment to it, know 
little of military methods.” The men who served in the 
R.A.M.C. in the last war had four years’ training in military 
methods and administration and their records are at the War 
Office.—I am, etc.,

Ophthalmic Surgeons’ Pay for Referred Service Cases 


Sik,—In reply to the query asked at the end of the first 
paragraph of Dr. S. H. G. Humfrey’s letter in the Supplement 
of April 13 (p. 49), there is no suggestion of profiteering in 
any of the correspondence which has appeared on this matter. 
The suggestion is that members of the medical profession 
practising the specialty of ophthalmology should be paid for 
their labour at least as much as those practising other 
specialties—not considerably less. The fact that many of the 
patients would not be seen were it not for the war is a red 
herring and does not affect the principle. One might as well 
Suggest that medical men sitting on Medical Boards and 
receiving from fifteen to twenty guineas a week, and who are 
also seeing patients they would not otherwise see, are profiteers, 
I am informed that in a period of less than nine months 
the recruiting authorities referred to other consultants—that is, 
not for ophthalmic conditions—9,305 cases, for whom pre- 
sumably the full £2 2s. fee was paid. If we eye men are 
profiteers at 10s. 6d. what a number and what terrible 
profiteers there must be among other specialties in the 
profession! 

I should like to point out to Dr. Humfrey that if he will 
refer to page 3i of the Supplement of March 9 he will see 
that the chairman of the Ophthalmic Group Committee agrees 
that a full consultation fee is justified. The really interesting 
and curious point therefore is, Why does the B.M.A_ not see 
that we get it?—I am, etc.,

sider that the B.M.A. should take the matter up at once with 
the Services concerned. I was a combatant officer in the last 
war, and after eighteen months’ service gained my second 
“ pip.” as we all did> Later, on, some few years (eight) after 
demobilization, I joined the Army Reserve in India. This was 
in 1927, and my previous service gave me the rank of captain 
with three years’ seniority. I have now joined the medical 
branch of the R.A.F.V.R. and been gazetted a flying officer ; 
this means that another four years must elapse before I attain 
the same rank that I was considered worthy of in 1927. 

There are not so many of us in the medical services of the 
Air Force and Army; the small increase in pay would mean 
a very small addition to the £6,000.900 a day that we are 
spending. The extra “stripe” or “pip ™ would be a visible 
indication of appreciation of those who have voluntarily 
returned for a second round, this time to heal instead of
